BRITISH FEDERALIZATION. 
The National Party of South Africa, asking for the 
restoration of the Boer republic, is informed by Premier 
Lloyd-George that such independence is impossible, be­ 
cause the present system of government of the Union of 
South A Mea is based on a solemn and lasting agreement 
between tut British and the Boers of that country. He 
adds that South Africa already possesses "self-determi­ 
nation" in a real sense, having a government acceptable 
to the majority and possessing as much freedom as any 
of the other self-governing members of the British 
Empire. 
This seems a fair statement. 
South Africa has its 
own premier and parliament, like Canada and Australia. 
The absence of anything approaching tyranny or usurpa­ 
tion by the British is seen in the fact that the South 
African administration is. and has been for some years, 
in the hands of the Boers.

THE FAMILY THAT GAVE MOST. 
Who gave most to his country in the great war? 
It is a question that can never be answered, because 
so many factors that enter into the problem of war sac­ 
rifice are incommensurable—they cannot be expressed in 
figures or words. But so far as ordinary reckoning goes, 
the biggest sacrifice seems to have been that of a French 
farmer named Vanhee, of the village of Reminghe, near 
Ypres. 
Mr. Vanhee had 36 children, 22 sons and 14 daugh­ 
ters, all living when the war broke out— a family whose 
dimensions alone are remarkable, especially in France. 
Thirteen sons were killed in battle. Three were dis­ 
charged and with grave injuries, one of them losing both 
legs, another being rendered blind and deaf and the third 
suffering a severe skull wound requiring trepanning. One 
daughter was killed by a German shell. The father him­ 
self and another daughter were both shot without trial 
by the Germans for going innocently to Lille to cele­ 
brate the hundredth birthday of a relative.
